New  French  Feminisms 


R.  Buckminster  Fuller  is  a  phenomenon.  Re- 
spected as  a  philosopher  for  his  essentially 
cosmological  work  Synergetics,  awarded  thirty- 
eight  honorary  degrees  by  universities  around 
the  world,  he  is  also  the  holder  of  twenty-two 
United  States  patents  for  highly  practical  de- 
vices ranging  from  the  floating  breakwater  to 
the  celebrated  geodesic  dome.  The  author  of 
twenty  books  and  a  tireless  lecturer-at-large, 
he  is  fondly  regarded  by  millions  of  his  fellow 
planetary  inhabitants  as  a  genius  with  a  compre- 
hensive vision  of  the  humanistic  application  of 
technology.  He  has  been  termed  an  optimist; 
he  believes  man  is  capable  of  a  world  Utopia. 

This  volume  gathers  together  nearly  all  of 
Fuller's  explicit  statements  about  education, 
spanning  the  period  from  1961  to  1978.  It 
consists  of  ten  lectures  and  essays,  including 
the  complete  1962  text  of  Education  Automa- 
tion, a  specific  proposal  for  higher  education 
in  America. 

To  Buckminster  Fuller,  education  is  not  a  pro- 
cess of  filling  minds  with  what  other  people 
know;  rather  it  is  assisting  those  minds  to  func- 
tion with  a  minimum  of  blockage  and  wasted 
motion.  That  working  definition  is  evident  in 
each  essay  in  this  book.  Fuller's  topics  range 
from  the  educational  value  of  being  mistaken, 
to  the  untapped  potential  of  communications 
technology  in  learning;  and  from  the  frames  of 
mind  imposed  on  us  by  our  prehistoric  migra- 
tions, to  a  revealing  sketch  of  known  history 
in  terms  of  the  length  of  a  single  human  heart- 
beat. 

Like  all  of  Fuller's  work,  these  pieces  bridge 
traditional  categories.  Bearing  on  the  common 
theme  of  education,  at  the  same  time  they 
show  its  evolving  relation  to  his  other  concerns.

Since  1968,  feminist  theory  has  been  the 
subject  of  much  serious  intellectual  inquiry 
in  France.  While  the  French  are  familiar  with 
American  feminist  texts,  the  opposite  is  not 
true— American  knowledge  of  French  feminist 
writing  is  often  limited  to  Simone  de  Beau- 
voir's  The  Second  Sex,  published  in  1949.  This 
anthology  of  New  French  Feminisms  is  an  at- 
tempt to  bridge  that  gap. 

The  editors  have  included  over  fifty  selections 
of  recent  French  feminist  writing,  most  of 
which  have  never  before  been  translated  into 
English,  and  some  of  which  have  not  previous- 
ly been  published  in  either  language.  The  se- 
lections reflect  the  wide  spectrum  of  theories 
which  comprise  the  French  feminist  movement. 
These  theories  complement  the  more  pragmatic 
and  empirical  approach  of  American  feminists, 
for  they  emphasize  dialectical  thought,  psycho- 
analytic and  linguistic  theory,  and  the  politics 
of  language  and  culture. 

The  anthology  begins  with  Simone  de  Beau- 
voir's  introduction  to  The  Second  Sex,  and  in- 
cludes work  by  Monique  Wittig,  Helene  Cixous, 
Annie  Leclerc,  Claudine  Herrmann,  Marguerite 
Duras,  Francoise  Parturier,  Julia  Kristeva 
Xaviere  Gauthier,  Luce  Irigaray,  and  many 
others.  The  editors  have  provided  introductory 
essays  which  discuss  the  history  of  French  dis- 
courses on  feminism  and  analyze  post-1968 
developments.  They  also  supply  a  chronological 
table  which  outlines  both  the  major  events  of 
French  history  and  those  of  the  French  femi- 
nist movement.

In  this  remarkably  wide-ranging  book,  Alfred 
Braunthal  examines  the  long  history  of  human 
hopes  for  both  otherworldly  salvation  and  for 
a  more  perfect  society  here  on  earth.  A  major 
theme  of  his  work  is  the  interrelationship  of 
the  sacred  and  the  secular— their  convergences 
and  their  points  of  antagonism-through  the 
ages.  This  book  is  in  essence  a  history  and 
analysis  of  human  aspiration. 

Beginning  with  the  evolution  of  ancient  soci- 
eties, Braunthal  examines  the  changing  nature 
of  the  quest  for  salvation  and  how  that  quest 
became  a  driving  force  in  the  rise  of  the  major 
religions.  In  particular,  he  traces  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Jewish,  Christian,  and  Islamic 
religions,  including  the  emergence  of  a  belief 
in  a  coming  kingdom  of  God.  He  then  goes 
on  to  show  how,  during  the  Enlightenment, 
a  secular  humanism  began  to  evolve,  through 
which  the  quest  for  the  perfect  society  gradu- 
ally acquired  a  meaning  more  or  less  indepen- 
dent of  religion  and  gave  rise  to  powerful 
social  and  political  movements.  In  two  final 
chapters,  Braunthal  explores  the  problems 
confronting  humanists  today,  as  faith  in  the 
ineluctability  of  human  progress  is  eroded  by 
the  complex  problems  of  modern  society. 

A  native  of  Austria,  Alfred  Braunthal  received 
a  Ph.D.  from  the  University  of  Vienna.  At  the 
time  of  his  retirement  in  1968,  he  was  Assistant 
General  Secretary  of  the  International  Confed- 
eration of  Free  Trade  Unions  in  Brussels.

From  the  1930s  until  his  death  in  1963,  Perry 
Miller  was  one  of  the  foremost  scholars  in  the 
field  of  American  intellectual  history.  Remark- 
ably diverse  in  his  academic  approach,  Miller 
addressed  topics  as  varied  as  the  nature  of  the 
Puritan  mind,  the  historical  and  cultural  ten- 
sions between  individual  freedom  and  social 
responsibility,  the  looming  surrender  of  the 
human  mind  to  its  own  mechanical  creations, 
and  the  need  to  maintain  historical  perspective 
in  scholarly  writing.  The  essays,  addresses,  and 
lectures  gathered  in  this  volume  reflect  the 
scope  of  Miller's  work  and  demonstrate  the 
originality,  wit,  and  insight  he  brought  to  the 
study  of  American  culture.  While  intended 
partly  as  a  sequel  to  Nature's  Nation— a  collec- 
tion of  Miller's  essays  published  in  1967— this 
edition  covers  a  broader  time  range  of  Miller's 
work  and  is  topically  more  expansive. 

Several  pieces  in  this  collection  examine  the 
literary  and  historical  traditions  of  Puritan  New 
England  and  their  present-day  relevance.  Other 
articles  explore  America's  literary  revolt  of  the 
1920s  and  its  impact  on  Europe,  argue  the  need 
to  comprehend  the  delicate  balance  between 
private  inspiration  and  corporate  identity,  and 
examine  the  power  of  the  state  and  the  pres- 
sures of  social  and  political  conformity  in 
connection  with  several  contemporary  events 
of  the  1950s.  The  bulk  of  this  volume,  how- 
ever, concerns  Miller's  probing  of  the  ambigu- 
ous, ironic  connections  between  the  past  and 
present,  and  demonstrates  his  tough-minded 
but  sensitive  exploration  of  America's  heritage. 

Whatever  the  particular  subject  or  occasion, 
Miller's  unique  style  and  his  delight  in  creating 
a  sense  of  unfolding  drama  give  his  work  a  com- 
pelling urgency  and  exhibit  his  rare  ability  to 
combine  the  rigorous  discipline  of  a  scholar 
with  the  vision  of  an  artist.

On  the  Meaning  of  Greek  Statues 

Translated  by  J.  L.  Benson 


Ernst  Buschor  (1886-1961)  was  a  German  clas- 
sical archaeologist  and  cultural  historian.  This 
book,  perhaps  his  most  important  work,  con- 
cerns periodicity  in  art.  Published  originally  in 
German  in  1943,  its  central  subject  is  the  highly 
expressive  nature  of  Greek  sculpture.  Buschor 
expands  on  the  notion  of  distinct  phases,  or  pe- 
riods, through  which  Greek  sculpture  evolved. 
These  phases,  he  argues,  are  so  deeply  em- 
bedded in  human  consciousness  that  the  aims 
of  craftsmen-sculptors  in  other  ages  and  cul- 
tures must  be  seen  as  taking  part  in  the  same 
inevitable  drama. 

Buschor  approaches  his  subject  in  two  ways. 
First,  he  succinctly  describes  each  succeeding 
phase  in  terms  of  the  size,  use,  and  spiritual 
meaning  of  its  sculptural  objects.  Then  in  a 
series  of  detailed  annotations  accompanying 
forty-five  photographs  of  Greek,  Mesopota- 
mian-Egyptian,  and  European  sculpture,  he 
compares  parallel  developments  and  locates 
characteristic  differences,  period  by  period, 
in  the  sculpture  of  these  three  widely  sepa- 
rated cultures. 

Written  at  a  time  of  increasing  scholarly  special- 
ization, Buschor's  work  ran  counter  to  fashion, 
presenting  a  daring  aesthetic  and  spiritual  ap- 
proach to  the  particulars  of  art.  J.  L.  Benson's 
translation  makes  this  unusual  book  available 
in  English  for  the  first  time.  His  critical  intro- 
duction to  the  text  discusses  Buschor's  impor- 
tance as  an  interpreter  of  Greek  sculpture  and 
his  place  in  the  study  of  periodicity  in  art.

The  Economics  of  the  Imagination  is  an  inter- 
systemic  analysis  of  economics  and  literature. 
It  explores  how  economic  theory  imaginatively 
and  metaphorically  structures  economic  dis- 
course, how  the  art  of  political  economy  in- 
corporates these  structures,  and  how  this  art 
is  then  expressed,  reassessed,  and  transfigured 
in  literature. 

By  closely  examining  the  writings  of  such  econ- 
omists as  Adam  Smith,  Ricardo,  Malthus,  J.  S. 
Mill,  Jevons,  and  Marx  in  conjunction  with  lit- 
erary works  by  Spenser,  Blake,  Wordsworth, 
Thoreau,  De  Quincey,  Ruskin,  Yeats,  Frost, 
Pound,  and  William  Carlos  Williams,  Kurt 
Heinzelman  is  able  to  discuss  the  verbal,  phil- 
osophical, and  structural  relations  between 
concepts  of  "value."  He  pursues  the  implica- 
tions of  Coleridge's  assertion  that  economics 
and  literature  are  connatural  activities  by  seek- 
ing to  define  the  relationship  between  material 
labor  (which  is  the  subject  of  economic  theory) 
and  mental  labor  (which  produces  and  is  pro- 
duced by  literary  work).  He  also  explores  the 
extent  to  which  poetic  and  economic  systems 
share  a  cognate  language,  and  the  specific  ways 
in  which  this  language  both  discloses  our  social 
responsibility  and  expresses  the  cultural  myths 
by  which  we  seek  to  define  it.  Ultimately,  this 
book  allows  us  to  see  economics,  when  fully 
articulated  both  in  and  through  literature,  as 
at  once  a  product  of  and  a  transformational 
grammar  for  the  imagination.

Emily  Dickinson's  Imagery  represents  the  cul- 
mination of  Rebecca  Patterson's  thirty  years 
of  dedication  to  Emily  Dickinson  scholarship. 
Patterson's  approach  is  based  on  her  perception 
of  Dickinson's  poems  as  fragments  of  "that  to- 
tal poem  which  was  her  life's  work  and  which 
can  be  understood  only  by  assembling  and  com- 
paring the  unifying  clusters  of  images,  meta- 
phors, and  symbols." 

Equating  Dickinson's  symbolism  with  a  second 
language  into  which  Dickinson  translated  her 
emotions  and  experiences,  Patterson  carefully 
analyzes  the  units  of  that  language.  She  isolates 
the  central  clusters  of  symbols  in  Dickinson's 
poetry— jewels,  scientific  terms,  colors,  geo- 
graphical names,  and  compass  points— and  then 
proceeds  to  document  the  occurrences  of  these 
symbols  and  to  explore  their  meanings  and  in- 
terrelationships. Through  a  consideration  of 
works  Dickinson  herself  read,  Patterson  demon- 
strates the  influences  on,  and  yet  the  unique- 
ness of,  Dickinson's  use  of  imagery. 

As  a  framework  for  her  thorough  investigation 
of  Dickinson's  imagery,  Patterson  examines 
relevant  aspects  of  the  poet's  life,  as  well  as 
the  unconscious  psychological  content  of  her 
poetry  and  letters.  Included  here  are  Patterson's 
controversial  theses  that  the  lover  referred  to 
in  Dickinson's  poetry  was  a  woman  and  that 
her  poetry  is  the  most  erotic  in  the  English 
language.  Whether  or  not  the  reader  agrees  with 
these  theses,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  Emily 
Dickinson's  Imagery  makes  an  important  con- 
tribution to  an  understanding  of  Dickinson's 
poetry. 

Rebecca  Patterson,  who  died  in  1975,  was 
Professor  of  English  as  Kansas  State  College 
of  Pittsburg.  Her  publications  include  The 
Riddle  of  Emily  Dickinson  and  numerous 
articles  on  Emily  Dickinson.

Eleanor  Wilner's  maya  is  the  winner  of  the 
1979  Juniper  Prize,  an  annual  poetry  award 
sponsored  by  the  University  of  Massachusetts 
Press.  These  poems  attempt  the  revising— lit- 
erally, the  re-vision— of  a  tradition.  In  them,  a 
number  of  women,  some  wise  men,  and  other 
creatures  are  set  free  from  their  respective 
myths  and  returned  to  luck.  And  last  rites  are 
read  over  the  inert  forms  of  some  old  heroes 
who  held  the  imagination  of  the  west  so  long 
in  their  grip.

In  recent  years,  Theodore  Roethke's  status  as 
a  major  modern  American  poet  has  been  firmly 
established.  Jay  Parini's  Theodore  Roethke:  An 
American  Romantic  is  the  first  full-length  study 
of  Roethke  to  combine  critical  and  psycholog- 
ical perspectives  and  to  place  Roethke  within 
the  context  of  the  Romantic  tradition. 

Parini  traces  Roethke's  poetic  development, 
contending  that,  despite  great  stylistic  changes, 
his  work  is  a  unified  whole  when  understood 
in  terms  of  the  central  image  of  a  Greenhouse 
Eden.  In  documenting  this  thesis,  Parini  fol- 
lows Roethke's  immense  progress  from  his 
first  book,  Open  House,  to  The  Lost  Son  and 
his  later  volumes.  Through  a  careful  study  of 
the  poems,  rough  drafts,  notebooks,  and  let- 
ters— much  of  which  has  never  been  published— 
Parini  charts  the  poet's  "regressive  journey"  in- 
to the  unconscious  and  defines  the  emerging 
mythos  of  the  Greenhouse  Eden. 

Maintaining  that  the  influences  of  others  were 
unusually  important  in  Roethke's  development, 
Parini  discusses  the  literary  sources,  including 
Emerson,  Whitman,  Yeats,  and  Blake,  that 
Roethke  drew  upon  in  order  to  find  his  own 
unique  voice,  as  well  as  the  personal  relation- 
ships—with Humphries,  Bogan,  Kunitz,  and 
Burke— that  played  a  crucial  role  in  his  poetic 
apprenticeship.
